A Disgruntled Stockholder Kicks Up a Row 
in the American Buillposting Co.

ation could not vote to officers salaries tnat 
were alleged to be unjrst to the outside stock 
holders The case in hand was that of the 
American bill Posting Company, which was 
incorporated in 184.

His widow instead of seeking the 
advice and counsel of his friends among the 
officers of the American Hill Posting Com 
pany. consulted various persons hostile to 
the concern She was badly advised She 
undertook to compell the company to pay 
to her the salary received by her late hus 
band 
Failing in this on account of her sex, she 
sold a part of her holdings of the stock to a 
man of the name of Hyde, but neither she 
nor Hyde at the next election was made an 
officer of the concern On the other hand, 
the three original stockholders continued in 
control, increasing ‘heir salarte

Auy advertiser ought to know that good dis 
tributing can not be done for less than $2.00 
per thousand, and when contracts are made 
for less, the work will be done according to 
the price. 

Some advertisers think they are saving 
money by having their distributing done at 
low figures; but it is only a case of “saving 
at the bung hole and loosing at the spigot. 

It is a mystery to me why advertisers 
throughout the country do not employ mem- 
bers of the International Association of Dis- 
tributors to do their work, especially when 
they know that the association stands at the 
back of every member and make good the 
delinquency on the part of any member. 
Although the association is very care ful in 
whom it admits as members, yet occ» 
an unworthy member is taken in and proves 
to be untrustworthy, but as they go wrong 
they are weeded out, and thus the assocla- 
tion is purged of incompetent members ata 

Another mystery to me is, why some large 
advertisers send their matter to druggists 
intrusting them with the distribution, who in 
the course of a few months will send out 
one or two boys or a cheap man never giv 2 
ing a thought, or caring how the matter is 
put out, contenting themselves with seeing

Another way of wasting advertising matter 
so frequently used, is to place it between the 
gate and the gate post. Now, if a member 
of the household is the first to open the gate 
they may look at it; but very often cast It 
aside, thinking it can not be of any value or 
it would have been put into the house. I 
have seen matter taken off the gate and torn 
up without being looked at. If a stranger or 
another distributer opens the gate the mat- 
ter drops to the ground, and is rarely ever 
picked up by anybody. Ii acvertising mat- 
ter is not worth putting into the house under 
er threugh the open door, or window, or se- 
cured in some way, it is not worth reading, 
at least so the public thinks. 

Advertisers generally judge by the returns 
from the Cistributicn hew well the matter hes 
been put out. I shall never forget the words 
of the first man I ever made a contract with, 
Dp. O. Gurnells, with the W. T. Hanson Co., 
who on his second inspection aid, ‘‘The best 
evidence | have that you have done your work 
well is that there has been an inereace of 
sales everywhere you have distributed. It 
epcovreged me very much, and I then deter- 
mined that all of my patrons she uld have the 
eme care taken of their advertising matter. 
The same inspector on his lact trip, about a 
renth ago. dronped into Uniontown Pa., on 
the same day I was distribvtine his fr~'s 
matter. In the evening he said to me, “You 
need rot want for anything to do as long as 
ven distribute in the manner you do.” I 
hope his words will be verified some dav 
As it is now I could do lots more if 1 only 
hed it *% Ao 

Now. Mr. Editor. this might seem to many 
os a cheap advertisement on my part, brt 
Il arsure vou it is intended to beneft all 
worthy members of the Associ*tion, and eis 
assurance to advertisers that their best logic 
members of the Association, 
where they have an assurance of protection 

My ide a of good and efficient distribution 
is to place the matter as near as possible 
irto the hands of those for whom it is intend 
ed, by throwing it into the open door or wir 
dow, under front. vide or back door It 
may be placed high up in door jam where 
there ic a fenced yard, but never where the 
@oor is fivsh with the street. in this care 
there is always a way leadcivrge to a side or 
back door. where it can safelv be derosited, 
gnd secured from the depredation of chil- 
dren 

Very much more can be said on this sub- 
ject, but I leave it for others to say in future 
issues of “The Pillboard.’

As I am in receipt of a great many inqui- 
ries through the mail in regard to “‘The Dis- 
tributer’s League,” of New York City, I have 
investigated same as far as possible, and have 
obtained possession of a list of their mem- 
bers, examined it very carefully, and find 
that they have not the name and address of 
one prominent man in the business. In fact, 
| have never heard of any of the persons 
whose names appear in this list. They are 
all new ones. The list may be genuine, but 
1 doubt it. As far as the reliability of “‘The 
League’’ is concerned, I believe that any one 
who pays them money will only waste tae 
amount expended. There are numerous other 
concerns that advertise for distributors, and 
all that I have ever investigated have proven 
to be rank frduds. Distributors should steer 
clear of all such. In the first place they are 
what distributers call a “‘one man’s con- 
cern,’ and are of no benefit to any one ex- 
cepting the projecter. Why do they not give 
their names instead of the titles of *‘Distrib- 
utor’s League,” or ‘‘Advertising Bureau,” 
and many other names under which they 
choose to sail? Their members have nothing 
io say in regard to how the business should 
be conducted. There is no account given of 
how the money is spent. There are no con- 
ventions held No one knows how much 
money is received within the year, or wheth- 
er it has been spent in the interest of the 
members. If I were a distributor, I would 
not join any crganization in which I could 
not have a voice or something to say regard- 
ing the disposal of the money paid into the 
treasury. 1 should want to help elect the 
officers or managers of the concern. During 
a conversation with one of the prominent ad 
vertisers of the United States the other day, 
1 asked him what he thought of these differ- 
ent concerns. He said: “‘Whenever we re- 
ceive a list of members outside of the I. A. 
l)., first we file it away with what we call 
the ‘‘suckers”’ list."’ The expression is strong 
enough to warn any cne not to tamper with 
any of the concerns referred to. 

Geo. Kellermann, of Edwardsville, Hl., re- 
perts that he has made contracts with six 
different firms Mr. Kellermann is one of 
the recent additions to the I. A. D., and from 
information received regarding him, we feel 
svre that advertisers who have contracted 
with him will get the best of service. 

1 notice in the March issue of ‘The Bill- 
board” that Mr. George W. Vansyckle, Man- 
ager of one of the best known advertising 
agencies in the United States, gives Will A 
Molton, of Cleveland, O., a pretty hard ‘‘rap 
on the knuckles."” Mr. Vansyckle fully un- 
derstands how to “get back”’ at an opponent. 
He also has a reputation of being among 
the best hustlers in the business. 


John Morrow & Co., of Springfield, O., are 
making a house-to-house distribution of their 
advertising matter in Cincinnati; also a 
large number of window displays. The dis- 
tribution is practically a test of what house- 
to-house distributing can accomplish without 
the assistance of any other advertising. I 
inquired of one of the leading druggists here 
the other day, and he informed me that he 
was having quite a number of calls for 
“KID-NE-OIDS,”" and that the indications 
were favorable for a good sale on same. 


Secretary Steinbrenner states that he has 
every reason to believe that the attendance 
at the coming convention of the IL. A. D. will 
be the largest gathering of advertisers and 
distributors ever brought together. He says 
that he will push the Association in the in- 
terest of the members, and will send out a 
thousand invitations to advertisers through- 
out the United States.

to voe or purchase the goods so advertised; 
if the matter you are to distribute is books, 
circulars or printed matter of any kind be 
very careful to cerry in a bag or basket so 
it will not be soiled or damaged; take the 
first street on one side of town and go from 
house to house, work each street and crogs 
sirect in rotation until you have completed 
the town; do not miss a single house or fam- 
ily, only leave one piece, (book or whatever

In a conversation with a drurgist the ether 
day, I purposely drifted on the subject of 
substitution, asking him the question “Do 
you substitute as much as ever’’’ He prompt 
ly replied: ‘No; the advertisers are educat 
ing the people to take nothing but what they 
call for: consequently, we find it very diffi 
eult to persuade them that something else is 
‘just as good, or better Besides this, some 
persons become very indignant when told 
this, and we thereby lose a customer.’’ Now, 
Mr. Advertiser, when writing your circulars 
be sure to touch on this point of substitution

put it inside, or if closed, slip under door or 
in mail box or back of door knob, so it will

fasten just as you find them Never under 
any cireumstance throw a single piece of 
advertising matter on the street, sidewalk, 
lawn or any place where it will blow awry 
or be trampled in the dirt; never hand to peo 
ple on the streets or to children; after you 
have worked the residences thoroughly. watch 
all the farmers wagons and put one in each 
wagon under edge of cushion or in some po 
sition where it will not blow away and will 
be noticed Never put any in the businers 
houses unless you are specially instructed to 
do so, then lay them on the counter or hand 
to some occupant of the plece, never throw 
on the floor or on steps in doorway If you 
have samples to distribute, such as sean, 
baking powder, stove polish, pills and vari 
ous kinds of goods, which is a method now 
adopted by many manufacturers to introduce 
and advertise their goods, you will get special 
instructions in most cases how the samples 
are to be distributed, but in all cases ob 


serve these general rules Samples should 
inveatiably be handed to some grown person 
in the house, never to children, especially if 
it be samples of pills or medicine of any kind, 
work the streets in rotation same an with 
books or circulars, do not miss a house or a 
family, but instead of the front door go to the 
side or rear door, knock and when the lady 
of the house or servant appears politely hand 
them the sample, inform them in a pleasant 
thanner What the article is and that you have 
been requested to bring them a sample hop 
ing they will give it a fair trial; always be 
polite and pleasant, if you meet with re 
bull or objections take it pleasantly, endeay 
or to deliver the sample and your mission is 
completed. Atter you have made several dis 
tributions in your town your visita will be 
welcomed, you will learn just how many fam 
ilies there are in each house, how many cir 
culars, books or samples you need to thor 
oughly cover the town without wasting any 
Take a personal interest in the results that 
your distributing will bring, find out what 
merchants, diug stores or other business 
places sell the goods that you are advertis 
ing, tell the merchants when you make a 
ciettibution to advertise some article they 
handle, please notice the results and tell you 
whether the distribution creates a demand 
for the article, If they acknowledge a bene 
fit endeavor to get a testimonial letter which 
you can show to advertisers who may hesi- 
tate to try your services Remember that 
at all times your work is subject to inspection 
and that one careless or bad job or distribut 
ing is almost sure to be discovered and will 
ruin your future business Tacking up tin 
signs, cards and banners is also a branch of 
your business which requires careful atten 
tion, Cards, signs, et that are to be tacked 
up, should be put on the outside of stores 
where the goods are sold, on fences and other 
public locations along traveled streets and 
highways: they should always be placed 
above the reach of boys who seem to delight 
in tearing cown all thac can be reached. 
These rules will apply to bill posting and dis- 
tributing generally, but are issued and ex- 
pressly apply to each and every contract 
made by The Bernard Advertising Service, 
and it is distinctly understood and agreed 
upon that any neglect of duty laid cown in 
these rules or any waste of advertising mat 
ter or failure to comply with directions for 
posting or distributing will void payment of 
any claim for services on such contract

It is necessary at this stage of our 
investigations that we take up what 
may be termed the Psychology of Ad- 
vertices. DPsyehology is the science 
of the mind, or rather, it is the science 
Which inquires into the working of the 
mind with a view of discovering the 
regular laws which govern all its op- 
erations. It is an inductive science. 
The agent of observation is pure self- 
consciousness. Self-consciousness — is 
not mind; it is a faculty of the mind. 
Neither is it Consciousness which sig- 
hifies the mind awake and working. 
Self-consciousness is a power of the 
mind that enables it to be aware of 
itself. to observe ifs own conditions 


and exercises. Hopkins defines it: 


“The knowledge by the mind of itself 
44 the permanent and indivisible sub- 
ject of its own operations.” MecCosh 
styles it: “The power by which we 
take cognizance of acting—say, as 
thinking or feeling, as remembering 
the past or anticipating the future; as 
loving, fearing, resolving.” 

When we turn the mind in upon 
itself and fix its attention upon itself 
for the purpose of studying the opera- 
tions of itself, we are exercising the 
faculty of self-consciousness. Psy- 
chological observations are obtained 
entirely and exclusively through the 
instrumentality of self-consciousness.

Every person who undertakes to dis- 
seminate incentive, regardless of the 
motives which actuate him in so doing, 
addresses himself to the mind of an- 
other person or a number of persons; 
hence, what is mind? It may be said 
at once that no reply is possible which 
will not raise a question for every one 
it answers. For all that, we can not 
dismiss the question. It must be con- 
sidered, and it is well worth the while. 

Everyone is aware of something 
which he terms, “myself.” He speaks 
of “my limbs,” “my body,” “my head,” 
“my brain;” therefore, this something 


which he terms “myself” is none of

these. It is there, though. He is con 
scious of it, knows it and feels it. It 
is something which he knows is not 
a part of his physical being, although 
Closely identified with it, because it 
and his body tire independently of one 
another. When the body has been 
long at work, the mind being the 
while inactive, the former grows 
weary while the latter is Comparative- 
ly fresh. Conversely, after long, pro- 
tracted mental effort the mind de- 
mands rest, although the body may 
not require it. On the other hand, the 
body affects the mind and the mind 
the body. The former is especially 
noticeable in illness, while after in- 
tense thought or severe mental strain- 
ing, it is not uncommon for the 


muscles to feel as stiff and sore as if 


‘they had been overtaxed at exercise 


or arduous labor.

These analogies may be multiplied, 
but no matter how many are cited 
they will not help us to a definition of 
We can 


not know what it or anything is, in 


mind or explain what it is, 


its essence. We can know things only 
through their attributes. It is thus 
tnat we define ice by its properties, 
cold, transparent and brittle. In this 
manner only can we define mind, soul 
or ego. We ean but point out the at- 
tributes which, in their entirety, dis- 
tinguish it from all other things. This 
is done when we define it as: “That 
which of its own foree thinks, feels 
and wills and which, while intimately 
connected with and closely dependent 
upon the body, is in no sense identical 
With the physical organization. 
“ae 

The student of Advertics must also 
be a student of mind. He must ob- 
serve its manifestations and classify 
them. Almost anyone, no matter how 
unaccustomed to this kind of investi- 
gation, can very readily discover three 
different and distinct classes by ob- 
serving the working of his own mind. 
In the first place, he is aware that he 
thinks and knows things. Secondly, 
he may ascertain that he feels pleased 
or pained. Thirdly, he may find that 
he resolves or wills to do things. The 
powers of mind which perform these 
actions are faculties and the tiree di- 
visions cited above illustrate the three 
principal groups in, their classifiea- 
tion, viz.: (1) The Cognitive Facultics, 
(2) the Emotional Faculties, (5) the 
Motive Faculties... Each of these 
classes is, in turn, divided and sw>- 
divided and, it may be said, in differ- 
ent manner and under different names 
by different schools of psychology. 
The classification of the principal di- 
visions mentioned above, however, is 
universally sanctioned and approved.

We must not stop with the classifi- 


cation of the faculties, Their enum 


eration, While important, is but a 
newbs to oan end, We arrange and 
systemize them with the purpose of 
understanding their relations and as 
sociations and discovering the laws 
Which govern their modes of opera 
tion. To do this, we resort to experi- 
ment. This is a form of observation 
in which we artificially place the 
agents of nature in new and different 
environment that we may note their 
action the more clearly. The reader, 
by looking into his own mind, can see 
that upon certain intelligence being 
presented to his mind that: (1) his 
cognitive faculties acquired the intel- 
ligence and assimilated it, and, (2) 
that the assimilation affected his emo- 
tional faculties, that is to say, he felt 
elated, gratitied or disappointed at the 
intelligence, and, (3) that in conse- 
quence of this feeling he resolved or 
willed to do this, that or the other 
thing, this latter being an exercise of 
the motive faculties, By this experi 
ment he establishes a regular order 
in which the faculties engage in ex- 


ercise.

They 
seatter too much. Too large a propor- 
tion of their circulations will fall out- 
side the zone of his operations, All 
demand created in remote districts, 
wherein his wares are not stocked, is 
wuolly lost. The percentage realized 
on is therefore saddled with the cost 
of that which is wasted, and the re- 
sults obtained come too high. 

It is like banging away with an old- 
time blunderbuss charged with a hun- 
dred balls. If two of the bullets hit, 
the marksman did well, 

Modern ingenuity, however, has pro- 
vided the rifle. In the hands of an ex- 
pert. a hundred bullets not infrequent- 
ly hit one hundred times and very sel- 
dom indeed average more than 3 or 4 
per cent. of blanks. 

Modern ingenuity has also perfected 
bill posting, bulletin spstems, distrib- 
uting: and exhibiting. They are the 
agencies of publicity which the adver- 
tiser can control, keeping them train- 
ed upon and confining their execution 
to certain and well-defined limits of 
territory. 

There may be metal lost. There al- 
Ways is, in every engagement; but the 
loss is insignificant compared with the 
Wanton waste of publications.

Dear Sir—Noticing the inquiry of the Wiz- 
zard Oil Co., in the March “Billboard,” I 
am moved to offer the following suggestions: 

In every town that is large enough to have 
a fair, there is a man who is recognized by a 
majority of National Advertisers. The name 
and address of this man you can obtain from 
“The Billboard.’ I will make an open re- 
port of the wagon work which I did for C. 
'. Hood & Co., of Lowell, Mass., at the Mat- 
toon Free Fair in ‘98. They shipped here 
4,500 books of 2 ounces weight, being Hood's 
Farm Edition. My voluntary report was &8 
per cent net effective circulation, 10 per cent 
duplication, 2 per cent loss in stealing 
town boys and others, also what was spoiled 
by horses in feeding out of wagons 

I run personally from 90 to 2,150 a day, 
one only to a wagon. There were 
ons that had two families, in 
I gave each one of them a book, regard- 
less of how many seats there were in the 
wagon, but here at Mattoon there were more 
| than any one man could cover in a 
ay 

I took a cart load out every morning and 
established six brauch houses. This obviat- 
ed the long run home when my wagon was 
empty. This can be done where a man 
knows his town thoroughly and knows where 
the wagons will be, otherwise it will take 
him one day to get the swing of things I 
also worked Hillsborough and Edwardsv illo 
Ketting stuck on both towns. In working all 
three towns I lost my time, postage, ad- 
Vertisting and $8. in cash more than total 
income I believe several firms held off on 
shipments on account of the extravagant 
claims and rates I was making. Anyhow the 
experience was worth what it cost 

I will probably make a limited circuit this 
fall down through Egypt. Would like ad- 
vane reports from all interested in this ex- 
tra line of work through “The Billboard.” 
In this class of work it requires a man with 
actual wagon service—a man who has work- 
ed small market days and picnics. He must 
not be afraid of the dog under the wagon 
nor of any of the horses kicking him. he 
must actually get the matter in the wagon. 
and must not stand off and throw it in but 
must put it in so that it will show. Always 
work &@ wagon from: one side then you can 
tell when you have worked every one. 

In working carriages, put the matter in 
front seat between back and cushion. and 
top buggies in front.

I wrote the riester Printing 
Company, of Philadelphia, Pa., in regard to 
getting up 1,000,000 copies of a book for this 
use. This book should be one-half reading 
and almanac for 1900, and one-half National 
Advertisers All ads. should be keyed sv 
as to trace results, as these returns will even 


beat my 99 per cent efficient house-io-house 
work. 

Now, in conclusion, one word about what is 
called knocking There is not one of the 
385 members of the I. A. of D. who cares a 


fig for the work of any one advertiser in any 
one town When one of us reports to you, 
or any other advertiser, that you are getting 
poor service, that service will stand inspect- 
ing. Should you, in making the change, give 
the work to any one of us we will accept it 
with pleasure, but we will nail every dis- 
honest man to the cross. be he manufacturer, 
traveler, or a local distributor. We will get 
the outside service so that a man 1,80 miles 
from a distributor will know that his work 
will go out alone in regular house-to-house 
work. and the price will be just the same as 
thourh he had a high-salaried contracting 
agent on the ground who carried a sack when 
he was voung, and tells the distributor what 
he did then and what he can get work done 
for in other towns. All that is necessary in 
dealing with an |. A. of ID man is to shin 
the goods and if you are all O. K. your work 
will be done all right. be it house-to-house 
or fair work. The price will be bis regular 
one to all of that cless.

Editor of ‘‘The Billboard:"’ 
Dear Sir—Noticing that Vansyckle, of In- 
dianapolis, uses the best part of two columns 
of your March issue in denying the charge 
of knocking that I mentioned in the February 
number of my publication, and as he goes 
further and attacks my local and national 
service, the article itself is the best proof in 
the world that he is a knocker, notwithstand- 
ing what he may say to the contrary. I still 
hold that Vansyckle knocked the work we 
did for John Morrow & Co., in his city, and 
as a result of his knocking letter John Mor- 
row & Co. were induced to place an order 
double the size that was placed through me, 
thus Vansyckle holds that all results are from 
the order he did, yet he failed to prove the 
charges he made against us to John Morrow 
& Co., when it came to a saow-down, and 
says in his article that work was not badly 
done, only fair; according to this, then, no 
distributor could produce results in his city 
excepting himself, no matter how well they 
did their work. For further evidence of his 
hatred and method of knocking us we would 
state that we recently placed 20,000 books for 
distribution in Indianapolis with the same

distributer that did our former work The 
distribution was for Drs. Kennedy & Ker- 
gan, of Detroit, Mich.. and { wrote them be- 


fore the distribution started that if they re- 
ceived any complaints of the service, and it 
was probable that they would, that they 
svould investigate the same at my expense, 
if they so desired. In reply to my letter the 
doctors wrote the following letter 
Detroit, Mich., March 9, 1899 
Will A. Molton Distributing Agency, Cleve- 
land, O.: 

Gentlemen—Your letter of recent date is be- 
fore us, and in reply would say that you 
have forestalled Mr. Vansyckle in his com-

We do not know who is doing this work for 
you, but we think if the work was worth dis- 
tributing at all, it should have been well and 
properly done, as you no doubt expected it 
to be when you contracted and arranged for 
the distribution. 

Trusting that this information will be of 
some value to you, we beg to remain,

March 18th the Doctors enclosed me another 
lengthy letter written by Vansyckie on the 
loth. Not necessary to publish as it simply 
intimates that the Vansyckle service is the 
only real thing, end that they do it all, and 
proper results could only be gecured through 
them. Attached to this letter was a note from 
the Doctors as follows: 

Mr. Molton: 

Dear Sir—Work in Indianapolis was satis- 
factory to us; the results prove the work 
was done honestly. If we were not satisfied 
we would certainly have good grounds for 
kicking, owing to Vansyckle’s reports. We 
give your agent full credit, and answered 
Vansyckle to this extent, and guess they 
got little satisfaction from us. 

DRS. K. & K. 

Results tell the service rendered regardless 
of false reports. However, I would be tnank- 
ful to any person that can report poor work 
and prove it conclusively on any contract I 
place; and furthermore, will repay them all 
the expense of time and labor they went to 
in so doing. I guarantee to secure an honest 
service in every city I place a contract, or 
pay damage. It is to my interest as weil as 
to all honest distributors to ferret out poor 
service. Neither do I attempt to cut aown 
the price, thus crippling the service, as Mr. 
Vansyckle claims, as many distributors can 
testify who have done my work. ‘Tis true 
that on trial orders, for new firms desiring 
to give our line a test, I have placed at a 
trifle lower price on first order only, and no 
distributor has refused to back me up, and 
as a result have a regular new customer at 
the regular rates. 

Mr. Vansyckle opposes and knocks me sim- 
ply because I refused to accept him as sole 
subscriber to my journal for his city, which 


I would not do. ! do not set the price for 
distributing, nor never expect to. My cli 
ents instructed me to place their work at 


Indianapolis at $1.50 per M, or not at all, for 
first order at least. A local agency stated to 
me that they could do my work satisfactorily 
at that price, and atlow me a small commis- 
sion on same. They have done several orders 
for me, and no one has yet proved that their 
work is not satisfactory. If it had not been 
satisfactory I would have been convinced 
that Indianapolis could not be covered at 
that price, and referred all to Mr. Vansyckle. 
I] am just as sorry as Van is that he failed 
to prove his claims, as if he did I could get 
the price he asks. I don't intend to start a 
branch at Indianapolis, or to interfere with 
Van's business. Why should he attack me 
and make unjust charges because I happen to 
place with ahother party now and then? I 
presume the other party is trying to make 
an honest living, and do his best. I am not 
bound to any certain distributor, but desire 
to treat all fairly, and am just as anxious to 
get a good price as anybody. 

Vansyckle says he does not understand how 
I do work in Cleveland for $1.50, and pay of- 
fice rent, livery hire, stenographer’s and in- 
spector’s salary, and make a_ profit He 
says there is a screw loose, and quoted my 
figures of ‘97 as a guide. I would state that 
1 have made some mighty improvements 
since ‘97, and it would pay Vansyckle or any 
skeptic to come to Cleveland for a week and 
look into my service, as it would probably 
benefit them. More than thirty representa- 
tives of my patrons have been on the ground 
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and investigated my service without com- 
piaint. He says 1 don't control the business 
of my home city. I never expect to if | have 
to knock to do it. At present I get two- 
thirds of the business ot the large general 
advertisers, strictly on the merits of my serv- 
ice and reasonable rates; in spite of the fact 
that I have as competition the largest local 
wholesale drug house and the I. A. D. mem- 
ber, and any number of small fry who work 
by the day or any old way. Van-yckle says 
that if 1 would take a sack and cover the 
territory I am contracting for, I would gain 
some experience. in former years | carried 
the bag in every leading city in this country, 
excepting the far West. I base my estimates 
on that experience, and the fact that they 
are now more thickly settled than in those 
days. 

Vansyckle says that John Morrow & Co. 
made a mistake in allowing me to handle 
their matter. I am now placing th? second 
order, and further, have over two million in 
addition from other houses to place this com- 
ing season, and if Vansyckle cares to inves- 
tigate he will find that the distributors will 
get their price, if not above the rates now 
prevailing. 

Vansyckle says that competition injurcs the 
service. I can not agree with him. Dis- 
tributors competing for business understand 
that the service rendered is the main and 
best inducement to get business; thus one 
and all do their best to render the best serv- 
ice. Competition makes distributors hustle 
for business, which keeps the city and name 
before the advertisers, who are thus influ- 
enced to place work with them that would 
have been placed in some other line. More 
distributing is done in open cities where there 
is competing distributors than in cities where 
it is heavily licensed, or where distribution is 
controlled by one man. No distributor need 
fear competition, if his price and serv.ce is 
right. Competing distributors need not be 
at war with each other. Vansyckle says he 
has no competition; therefore, why ali this 
argument; why not let the other fellow alone, 
and let he and I take care of our business as 
long as the service is satisfactory. But if the 
service gets bad, then rip us up the back 
and cempel us to pay damages.

Our Prize Ofters. 


In the March issue we offered two prizes 
for contributions. As a result we have been 
flooded with them. A great many of those 
received, though doubtless good, will never 
be published, because the writers have -had 
no experience in the preparation of copy for 
publication. On this account we are moved 
to offer the following suggestions to those of 
our readers who may favor us with articles 
in the future: 

1. The proper size for copy paper is about 
nine inches wide and twelve inches long. 

2. Write only on one side of the paper. 

Write the short way of the paper, and 
leave a wide margin down the left hand 
side of the sheet. Each line of writing will 
then be about eight inches in length. 

$. Proper names should be written very 
plainly 

5 te careful about initials that look like 
something else, as for example, ‘‘T’’ and ‘‘J."’ 

&. Underline the letter “‘u’’ and overline 
the letter ‘‘n,”’ if there is the slightest chance 
of their being mistaken one for the other, as 
is the case with many words. 

7. Print out foreign words.or phrases, or 
any very unusual werd. 

8 When you mention an advertiser's 
name, give his address in full, and be sure 
to get it right. Do not guess at it. Hunt up 
his letter-head, card, or what-not and copy 
it. Get the initials right. Get the firm name 
right. Get the street address right. Get the 
town and State right. 

%. Leave plenty of recom between lines for 
change in copy 

1”. A pencil is better than ink, but it must 
be a strong black pencil 

ll. Typewriting is the best of all, unless 
the lines are very close together—then it is 
very bad 

12. It dees not matter how scratched-up 
the copy looks if it is actually legible. 

13. When you seratch words out do it thor- 
ovghly, or the compositer may use them. 

14. Don't leave an isolated word among a 
lot of stuff that is scratched out. It may be 
overlooked 
15. Always use a caret mark when you 
write words in above 

16. Do not say ‘‘we'’ if you are writing 
over your own signature, and do not use the 
proneun | if you are writing impersonally. We 
publish stuff frequently that we do not wish 
to father If copy is likely to convey the 
impression that it is a staff article, unless we 
enderse its every word 

17. Never roll copy, and never fasten the 
sheets together. Mail it flat between paste- 
board 

18. Don't ask to have your manuscript pre- 
Keep a copy instead. 

19. Number your sheets. If you destroy a 
sheet, and when you rewrite make two of it, 
mark the number on each one with an “A” 
or a “B,”’ thus 5-A,"’ “5-B."" If a sheet 
is thrown out entirely give the next sheet 
two numbers, as “5 and 6." 

20. If you want an abbreviation extended 
draw a circle around it. Avoid the abbrevi- 
ation ““&”* for ‘‘and.’ 

21 Always reread your copy after it is 
written 

22. Don't be afraid to use commas. If the 
compositor finds an unnecessary one he will 
omit it, and the others help him to the 
meaning 

23. Aveid long and involved sentences 

44. When you have something to say go 
right at it, and don’t make a great business 
of getting ready 
23. Paragraph frequently, and unless it is

Are Country Fairs a Thing 
of the Past 


We are often told that they are, 
where the society is struggling for an 
existence with grounds burdened with 
debt. This has been the exact situa- 
tion in our own case. It also has 
come about from a lack of interest, 
and while the officers can not make a 
fair without the support of the people, 
the interest must originate in the of- 
ficers. It has been customary with a 
great many to get out a catalogue 
from ten days to two, or perhaps, in 
some cases, three weeks, before the 
fair, print 1,000 to 3,000 copies, mail 
forty or fifty of them, hand out a few 
more, leave some of them with stores 
to hand out, send a few to directors to 
hand out, use little or no space in the 
local columns of local papers, print in 
the catalogue ghe same list of diree- 
tors, superintendents, year after year. 
%0 per cent. of whom do not take any 
interest in the fair, nor make any ef- 
fort whatever to work up their depart- 
ments. Such fairs don’t and can't pay 
premiums, and are out of date; a thing 
ot the past. so far as any usefulness 
is concerned. 

Managers of live fairs will print 
their catalogues early, have carefully 
prepared regular premiums, many spe- 
cials, every superintendent pledged to 
take hold and fill up his department, 
directors who will become and remain 
members of the society and give up 
some time and energy to the working 
up of the fair. Catalogues out early, 
and mailed out. We mail in April a 
catalogue into every family in the 
county. The advertising will more 
than pay the entire expense. We are 
securing the best of attractions. Our 
opening day will be children’s day. 
We will charge then a nominal en- 
trance fee, and spend twice the 
amount they pay for special attrac- 
tions to interest them. We will have 
an evening fair one night. 

Two or three times during the sum- 
mer and fall before the fair we will 
get out special large editions of some 
of our local papers, giving a large 
amount of the space to advertising the 
features of our fair, and a copy of the 
paper mailed into the home of every 
femily in.the county. We will use the 
bill boards about the county freely. 
We will guarantee to buvers of privi- 
leges a certain large number of admis- 
sions to our gates: if we fail of the 
number, agreeing to refund their 
money paid for privileges in propor- 
tion. 

I do not believe that the day of the 
covntry fairs has passed, but that for 
the properly conducted fair there is 
ample room, and abundant prospects 
of success. Yours truly.

furni-hings was $'80,000. Whether it will be 
rebuilt is uncertain.

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Look Ahead. 


If You are Going to the Paris Expcsition. 


About one year hence the great rush to the 
Paris Exposition will set in with fu!l force. 
The indications point to a crowd beyond the 
abi.ity of the steamships in service, even 
alter due a:lowance has been made for all 
the additions possible. 

Commissioner General Feck estimates the 
American visitors at 500,000, and some are be- 
yond h.m in their figures. But, assuming 
that his figures are right, how will a crowd 
of this size find accommodations on the ocean 
vesse.s? It is a probiem not easy of solution. 

The ordinary summer travel averages about 
80,000 a year. Of th's throng 50,000 are tour- 
ists and sightseers. The rest are people, who 
are compelied to make the trip. To handle 
this regular trade there are in service some- 
thing ‘ike 100 ships, and they are taxed al- 
most to their full capacity, especially those 
of the best class. To handle 420,000 additional 
w:ll require 525 ships. Where will they be 
found? 

They can not be taken rrom other lines, 
for the business instinct of men in charge 
will not permit them to slight regular busi- 
ness, even for a temporary gain. And, in ad- 
dition, the business on regular steamsh'p 
lines not running to France will be increased 
by reason of the exposition, and the owners 
will find it more profitable to look after recu- 
uar business than to make a few trips across 
the ocean to catch the little transient trade. 

Ships can not be buit, for time prevents, 
and in addition there wou'd be no place for 
them after the rush was over. Further, the 
freight of the ocean iiners makes up by far 
the most important part of the receipts and 
there wovld be no freight for the transitory 
ships. and the passenger rece'pts would not 
pay the expenses. 
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In this connection a word of caution may 
not be amiss. Beware of the clubs offering 
to take you over and back for $100, with 
some luxuries on the side. There is no prob- 
ability that trips of this kind can be arranged 
uniess you travel on tramp steamers, entirely 
unfitted for passenger trade. 

Some of the schemes are schemes pure and 
simp.e. The promoters ask for monthly pay- 
ments of $5 or $10, with a forfeit if the tour- 
ist withdraws. These payments al interest 
bring in a tidy sum, in a!l probabii.ty. When 
the time comes the money will be refunded, 
with the plea that the accommodations to be 
had are insufficient, or some other excuse 
wi.l be devised. Deal on!y with old estab- 
lished iimes. You wi:l have to pay we!l, but 
that is the only way you can get across and 
back with any comfort, and, considering the 
crowds, you will not be any too comfortable 
even then. 

If the estinrates of the probable number of 
visitors are correct, or even approximately 
£0, there will be plenty of disappointments 
for thousands of those who have long hoped 
to see the great exposition. 


Lem P. Harris, Secretary of Oh'o Centen- 
nial and Northwest Territory Exposition 
writes as follows 

“Exposition matters are growing every day, 
and we aiready have over three miliion of 
dollars in sight from all sources, with more 
com.ng. The entire expenditure of money at 
the Omaha Exposition, which was truly a 
very nice show, amounted to but fifteen hun- 
dred thousand doiiars. So, with the three 
millions in sight and the prospects we al- 
ready have, with time to take full advantage 
of them, there is no question but what our 
exposition will be atl that is hoped for. 


Several of the larger cities have been agi- 
tating the question of holding expositions 
for the purpose of showing the products of 
our Colonial possessions, yet ne city but 
Omaha can successfully and fully do so, be- 
cause no other city is properiy equipped in 
the way of buildings. And for an exhibit of 
th’s kind, much housing room is necessary. 

Syracuse, N. Y., is to have a big time in 
September. Masons will gather there from 
ail parts and no fewer than 10,000 are ex- 
pected. The conclave of the Knights Tem- 
plars witl last three days, September 24, 26 
and 27, and at least 5,000 Knights are ex- 
pected, most of whom will be accompanied 
by famitles or friends.

The horseless carriage wi!l beat a merry 
go-round to death as a money maker at the 
fairs this season. Several are in the fleld 
and app'ying for concessions. 


The exact time for holding the Exposition 
to ce.ebrate the Louisiana Purchase has not 
been decided upon; the only certain thing is 
that the said exposition will held some 
time at St. Louis. Could Napoleon visit the 
vast and now powerful! empire he ceded to the 
United States a century ago, he could feel 
that he was indeed a prophet when he said 
“This accession of territory strengthens for- 
ever the power of the United States.’" The 
exposition should now be the pride of every 
American heart. Some one has said of this 
celebration, that the wor'd will be our guests 
and we must show them “how it's done in 
America."’ 


Los Angeles, Cal., has at last completed 
all arrangements for ite grea: fre Harbor 
Jubilee. This is to be held April 26-28 and 
the inhabitants of that part of the wer!d wil! 
suspend business for that length of time, and 
go into celebrating with their whole hearts 
and souls. On the firet day there will be held 
a forma: recept'on of the invited guests, when 
everybody will try to get acquainted with 
everybody else. The second day wi!!l witness 
the formal commencement of work on the 
breakwater, followed by a great barbecue, 
participated in by at least 20.000 people. 

Then there will be floral parades, water 
carnivals and other attractions.

Dr. William P. Wilson, Director of the 
Philadelphia Commercial Museum, was 
educated at the Agricultural College of 
Micligan and at Harvard University.

The Philadel- 
phia Commercial Museum is due to him 
and his constant labor and activitv. He 
is a man of unusual intelligence and 
marked executive ability, with the faculty 
f imparting to those around him lis 
earnestness in the work. Dr. Wilson isa 
careful worker, and it is through his care 
and forethought laryely, that the success- 
ful plan of organization of the Museum 
has been carried out) He has. visited 
Europe several times, traveling through 
England, France, Germany, Switzerland, 
Italy, and other countries for the purpose 
of studying the economic and trade rela- 
tions. He recently visited Mexico for the 
special purpose of getting accurate infor- 
mation about the resources and trade 
conditions of that country, to be used in 
the work of the Museum, and has since 
that time traveled through Venezuela for 
the same purpose.

Facts About This Western Innovation 
How Conducted--What They Cost 
What Is the Object?—Do They Pay? 
Are They Successful?-Testimony of 
Those Who Have Tried Them— The 
Father of the Mattoon Fair Tells About 
It. 


The free street fair is an enterprise of 
Western origin. It is yet a comparatively 
new th ng, the fair he:d at Mattoon. [11., in 
October of 1897 being the first of the kind ever 
he:d In that State. The object of the street 
fair is to further the business interests of the 
town or city in which it is he:d, and by offer- 
ing free exhibition and entertainment on a 
large scale draw large crowds of money- 
spending, amrusement-secking visitors from 
the surrounding country and towns, 

COUNTY FAIR FAILING. 

The county fair has failed of late years to 
perform its one-time function of creating 
business for the merchants in those places 
where it is he:d. In many instances fair 
grounds are inconvenient.y situated at a dis- 
tance from the business district, so that the 
old-time trading by farmers and visitors has 
fatien away. In the main merchants get little 
help from the so-catled agricultural fair, as 
it is exploited by managers of trotting-park 
fair grounds. 

The free street fair is the antithesis of the 
other. in its case the crowd is kept down- 
town; the merchant is the prime mover, and 
merchants’ exhibition gets the position of 
honor at the head of the line. Business is 
the active motor; the general welfare is the 
motto; not to rob, but to encourage people 
to spend in legitimate ways is the policy. 

FREE AS AIR. 

Sight-seeing at the etreet fair costs the vis- 
tors abso.utely nothing. The money they 
spend goes into their legitimate channeis of 
trade. Getting their amusement free, they 
are in corresponding good spirits and dis- 
posed to spend the more freely. If the town 
is a live town visitors are likely to leave 
their money in exchange for merchandise 
rather extensively. 

The first thing necessary is a fair associa- 
tion organized from representative business 
men of the place. The efforts of the asso- 
ciation must be seconded by the united and 
unselfish support of ail the business men and 
citizens and the use of the streets and privi- 
leges granted in no stingy way. 

FATHER OF THE FAIR. 

The street fair held at Mattoon last Octo- 
ber was the second hed in that city; it was 
continued for four days and on certain of 
those days the attendance was estimated at 
60,000. kor particulars concerning it credit 
is due to George N. Buck, the leading mer- 
ehant of that city and a friend of “The Bill- 
board. Mr. Buck is reliable authority on 
tair matters. He is known in Mattoon as the 
“Father of the Fair.’’ 

Tie necessary funds were raised by sub- 
scription from the merchants and business 
men of the city. The booths were built by 
the fair association and paid for from the 
general fund. Space was allotted to each sub- 
scriber with the understanding that none 
might be sublet, and in this way the com- 
mittee maintained control and no objection- 
ab:e exhibit slipped in. In the case of the 
Mattoon fair no out-of-town exhibits were 
so.icited. No invitations were sent to manu- 
facturers or industries, but many applications 
were received? and a good many were ad- 
mitted. 

THE STREET SHOW. 

The booths were ranged down the center of 
the streets; they were, of course, of a tem- 
porary character, cheaply constructed and 
roofed with canvas after the nature of awn- 
ings. Amusement features were plentiful 
and carried on at various places aiong the 
line of booths, inciuding music, acrobatic per- 
formances, trick bicycle riding, and a multi- 
tude of features that every locality may pro- 
cure or furnish for itself. Afternoon races 
were heid at the trotting grounds, but they 
were incidental and not, as in the case of 
other fairs, the whole thing. 


So far as definite descriptions go they are 
of .ittle value, as every community under- 
taking enterprises of the kind must of ne- 
cesity draw upon its individual resources and 
inyprovise entertainments atter a fashion of 
its own. The main thing is to first make it 
interesting, advertise it and obtain the co 
operation of the rail!ways, encourage a news- 
paper boom by taking extra space lor advert 
ising. Be generous in this iast 
that the burden of cost of 
may not fail on the papers, 

MR. BUCK TESTIFIES. 

With regard to the result of the 
fair, Mr. muck writes 

“pid it pay? Yes. We had the biggest 
week's trade we ever had and then it lett a 
&reat many thousand dollars in the town to 
do business on after the fair was over. Was 
there a great risk? No; although we removed 
the best stuff into the store at night. I think 
every subscriber is in favor of a tair the com- 
ing year. Here is the proposition: I think 
we bad 100,000 people in our town the week 
of the fair. It is a fair estimate to say that 
they left $1.00 each in the city. It cost the 
merchants $6,000 or $7,000 to get the peopie 
here. $7,000 spent brought $100,000; isn’t that 
a good business propos:tion? 

Our fair was the first of the kind ir 
but Indiana, Ohio and Michigan 
these street fairs, but | guess, no doubt, our 
fair was the most successful one ever heid 
in the United States. We are better fixed to 
give one than most towns. We have a street 
two miles long, 100 feet wide and in the busi- 
ness portion 50 feet pavement and 25 feet unt- 
form brick and cement sidewaik on either 
side. We have the stock exhibit right on the 
pavement at either end of booths. We put 
on three or four inches of sawdust for the 
stock, and fcr the show ring. 

The horse display here was one of the best 
in the State. Several of the exhib:tors to.d 
me that they showed their stock to more peo- 
ple here any one day of the fair than for the 
entire week at the State Fairs. The reason 
for that is this. Every one who comes to the 
street fair goes up one side and down the 
other side of the booths, and in that way es- 
pecially to see it, and the result is a large 
proportion who go to the county or State 
fair faii to see the stock.

iors invited visitors inside, coaxing the lag- 
gard shilting while encouraging the nimbie 
sixpence. Merchants of the city occupied 
from one to four booths each. Corporations 
and manufacturers made imposing exhibi- 
tions; the telephone, gas and electric light- 
ing companies taking a prominent’ part. 


Premiums for the biggest and best from an 
ear of corn to a yoke of oxen created com- 
petition and enlisted the farmers’ active co- 
operaticn. 

Aside from the street show special exhi- 
bitions were heid in various public places and 
buildings convenient of access. Art depart- 
ments were thus instituted for the exhibition 
of needlework, pictures, fancy china, curios 
and old coins, etc. The town was fairly given 
over to the occasion. On the surface was 
the glamour of amusement and a good time, 
underneath was a healthy current of business 
and profit. 

George N. Buck, ‘‘father of the free street 
fair’’ at Mattoon, was born in Jonesville, 
Mich., in 1849. He went to Mattoon in 1864, 
reaching there with a ravenous appetite and 
a capital of 45 cents. To-day Mr. Buck is the 
leading business man of that city, a merchant 
and manufacturer in a large way. To him, 
more than to any other man, Mattoon owes 
the success of its street fatr. 


The Rhode Istand State Fair Association 
is undergoing a general overhauling, and ini- 
portant changes are being planned, both in 
the premium lists and in the dates. It is 
decided to hod the fair in October, fully a 
month later than usual, as the weather is 
then more pieasant. .The matter of special 
attractions wi.l this year receive especial at- 
tention.

It is the in- 
corporation of the Montana State Fair Asso- 
ciation, articles of which have been filed with 
the Secretary of State and the Clerk and Re- 
corder of Silver Bow County. The capital 
stock is $50,000 assessable and fully subsecrib- 
ed. The objects for which the company is 
formed are as follows: 

“For the encouragement of agriculture and 
horticuiture in the State of Montana: the ex- 
hibition of machinery and agricultural imple- 
ments; the exhibition of all farm products, 
stocks, fruits, vegetables, poultry and floral 
exhibits; for the exhibition of all metal and 
mineral and mining machinery and mining 
appliances; the exhibition of all fine art, 
painting, cut glass, chinaware, queensware, 
tapestry, and all liberal art work: the exhi- 
bition of all electrical inventions; the con- 
ducting of innocent sports and amusements, 
racing, gymnastic and other outdoor attrac- 
tions; to purchase necessary lands for fair 
grounds an@ make necessary improvements 
thereon; to conduct an annual state fair at 
or near Butte, Mont.

Scuth Edmonton, Can., has a very strong 
Agricultural Society, and evidently a pro 
giessive one. Ata recent meeting it was de- 
cided to hold a summer fair this year some 
time im the latter end of July. 


Action was taken along another line in 
which we see possibilities for great good. It 


was decid to petition the Territorial Gov- 
ernment to start a small Experimental Sta- 
tion at Edmonton to conduct experiments 
su'table’ to that section of the countfy. To 
assist in this the society offered the free us¢ 
of their show grounds 

With Government assistance, no doubt, good 
work cou'd be done. But failing to secure 
this assistance we can see no reason why 
the scciety could not carry on a_ certain 
amount of test work themseives. It need not 
be very extensive. Let the directors meet 
together and talk the matter over; they 
know what experiments they would like to 
see tried. Draft a plan of them, and submit 
it to Angus Mackay, of the Indian Head Ex- 
perimental Farm for criticism. We think 
a few usefal tests could™ be carried on at 
small expense, and would be a drawing card 
at their exhibit in July. Thése suggestions 
might be taken up with profit by some of the 
larger local societies in other places.

“The exhibition as a who.e was as if a part 
of one of our own exhibitions had been 
traneperted here; the disp.ays were elaborate 
the pagodas and booths and decorations such 
as are seen in America The grounds were 
weil laid out, with the usual side shows and 
catch penny devices. An American mu-e 
from Missouri, weiching 200 pounds attracted 
considerable attent’on. 

“It is already planned to hold an exhibi- 
ton at Cape Town, after the Paris Exposi- 
tion has terminated, so that many of its dis- 
plays can be sent here. Cape Town is easily 
reached by sea and rai’, and such an expo- 
sition ought to be a success.”

THE BILLBOARD 


Traveling Distributors. 


(Prize Contest.) 

In my experience as a distributor, 
always found that a few turms will employ 
no one but traveling distributors, and would 
not consiéer a proposal from a good local dis- 
tributor under any circumstances. Now let 
us consider both sides of the question and 
see which is the more profitabl: to the ad- 
vertiser—to employ men to travel or to em- 
ploy local distributors. 

The traveling man will cover a city, say 
once or twice a year (some firms have two 
men travel together) and he puts out the mat- 
ter, covering the city the best way he knows 
how (perhaps the longest way also), but does 
he know where there are two or more fam- 
ilies living in one house—how to reach them, 
etc.? Certainly not. How can he when he 
visits that town so seldom? But the local 
man living in the town and going over the 
same ground repeatedly, knows where to 
reach the people who are likely to buy, and 
how to work the city to get through his work 
in good season. 

Again, when the advertiser sends his work 
to the local man, he is not paying out money 
for railroad fares, hotel bills, car fare, hired 
help, ete., nor is he paying for the time when 
work is made impossible by rain or snow. 

Considering all these facts, any intelligent 
man can see that the advertisers can save a 
great deal of money every year by sending 
his work to a reliable local distributor. Per- 
haps he will say, who is the reliable distribu- 
tor in this or that city, and hov do I know 
that he is reliable? That is very easily an- 
swered. Ask any of the old, reliable, gen- 
eral advertisers, who have been having this 
kind of work done for years, they can tell 
you. Now, Mr. Advertiser, which is it going 
to be—the travelling distributor at a large 
expense, or the local man at a small expense? 
Remembering that there are ‘‘biack sheep” 
among traveling distributors as well as 
among local distributors, it seems certain 
that in a few years the traveling distributors 
will be a thing of the past. Hoping that all 
of the advertisers and distributors who are 
able, will attend the I. A. of D. convention 
next July. where we may talk this subject 
over.
